CONTROVERSY WITil CANADA. 
The Flight of Canadian Vessels te 
Navigate the American Canals. 
Dispate to New York Sun, 

Orrawa, April 7.—Important correspondence 
between the United States and the Imperial and 
Dominion Governments, in relation to Canadian 
vessele and the American canals, was presented 
to Parliament last night. The correspondence 
begins in lecoruary, 1872, and extends down to 
the Sth of April, 1876. 

On Nov. 2,.1874, the Committee of the Privy 
Council adopted a report complaining that en- 
gagements entered into between Her Majesty's 
Government and that of the United States, in 
references tothe mutual use of the canals by 
both countries by the vessels of the United 
States and Canada respectively, as contained in 
the sevonth section of the Treaty of Warhing- 
ton, have not oa tue part of the United States 
been carried into practical effect, but that, while 
ali Canadian canals have beon freely opened to 
the vessels on payment of the same tolls and 
charges as are exacted from British or Canadian 
vessels, the latter are still entirely excluded 
from the use ofanvand all the canals within 
the United States territory, except the Sault Ste. 
Marie Canal; that thus, while barges and other 
vertele, with or without cargoes, clearing from 
ports on the Hudson River, are allowed to pass 
through the Chambly Canal to the St. Law- 
rence, and thence from Montreal to the La- 
chine Canal to the City of Ottawa, Or other des- 


tinations, or auv other Canadian port. or 
even in ballast, are prohibited from 
passing Whitehall through the Cham- 
plain Carfal to the Hudson River, in the 


State of New York, and that the same probib- 
itory policy obtains generally in reforence to the 
use of the Erie aud other canals connecting the 
navigable waters with the territory of the Unit- 
ed States; that. considering that over three 
yoars bavo passed during which the Canadian 
Government have been faithfully acting upon 
the spirit of the treaty, permitting the use of 
their numerous canals iu as fall and unrestrict- 
ed wauner as that accorded to their own ves- 
seis, and this hberal policy having met with no 
reciprocity on the part of the Government of 
the United States, the Committee recommended 
that the Brisish Minister at Washington be com- 
municated with, with the view of ascertaining 
whother the Goverament of the United States 
was endeavoring to procure British and Capa- 
dian vessels the use of their cavals according to 
the twenty-seventh“section of the Treaty of 
Washington. 

On Nov. 23 Sir Edward Thornton roplied that 
the United States Government had already 
brought the subject under the notice of the 
Government of the State of New York, in which 
State the priocipal canals are situated, and that 
they had therofore lost no time in carrying out 


the engagement contained in the Treaty of 
Washington. 
Ou Noy. 26 Mr. Fisk writes to Sir Edward 


Thornton to say that he is surprised at the gen- 
eral statement contalued in the report of the 
Canadian Committee, and that it would have 
been more satisfactory had some s in- 
stance of exclusion been reported. He saya, 
however, that he had forwarded a copy of the 
dispatch to the Government of the State af 
New York, 

On Dec. 4 Gov. Dix writes to Mr. Fish, inclos- 
ing a letter from the Canal Collector at White- 
ball, and other papers, from which he deduces 
this statement: That British subjects are al- 
lowed to navigate the New York canals on terms 
of equality with citizens of the United States, 
and tbat the Canadiaa authorities have been mis- 
informed in regard to the exclasion of British 
or Canadian vessels from the Champlain Canal 
at Whitehall. 

On Aug. 27 another minute was adopted by the 
Privy Council, based on the refusal of the Col- 
lector at Plattsburg, N. I., to allow e Canadian 
barge lader with lumber or other foreign mer- 
chandise to pase from New York,to Ronse’s Point, 
the United States law, as constructed by the 
Treasury Department, prohibiting the trade in 

neetion 60 far as British veasels are concerned. 
This interpretation required the barge to unload 
at the port of entry, which was Whitebal!, there- 
by practically closing the Champiain Canal to 
British and Canadian vessels. 

The correspondence on this subject, which is 
very voluminous, contains a letter from Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton detailing a conversation with 
Mr. Fish on the subject, in the course cf which 
Mr. Fish said that it was under the considera- 
tion of the Treasury Department, and, while he 
could not speak officially with regard to it, it 
seomed to him that the revenue laws of the 
United States would prevent the use of the en- 
tire navigation of the canals by Canadian ves- 
sels. Mr. Fish, Sir Edward writes, that 
he supposed that the idea and object of the 
Canadian Government were that Canadian boats 
should be enabled to bring a cargo from Canada 
through the canals and down the Hudson to 
New York. This was impossible by reason of 
the above-mentioned provisions of law with re- 
gard to the first port of entry, and because 
neither by the ‘Treaty of Washington nor an- 
other treaty had the navigation of the ver 
Hudson been allowed to British or other foreign -} 1a 
vessels. This view was subsequently sustained 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, who com- 
municated a long letter on the subjeet to Mr. 
Fish, which was transmitted on Nov. 27 to Lord 
Dufferin.

DUATH OF A. T STEWART, 

In the death of Mr. 4. T. Srewanr, of 
New York, the world has lost the most dis. 
tinguished merchant of recent times, Un- 
like most men who attain great wealth in this 
age and country, he earned the bulk of his 
fortune in mercautile pursuits. He was an 
Irishman by birth. Ile was born ina town 
called Lisburn, in the north of Ireland, in the 
yoar 1805. He was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, and the earlier part of his ca“ 
reer was devoted to school-teaching. He came 
to New York City in 1823, and, after teaching 
school for a short time, he started a retail 
dry-goods store in Broadway. His business 
increased steadily, until, for many years back, 
he has owned and managed probably the lar- 
gest dry-goods house in the world. He built 
his ‘* down-town store, corner of Chambers 
street and Broadway, as early as 1848, and some 
years after erected another on the corner of 
Tenth and Broadway for che retail trade. 
His business has attained fabulous propor- 
tions, and he passed through three national 
panics—1837, 1857, and 1873—without be- 
ing affected. He had the wisdom in each 
case to forecast the crisis and prepare for it. 
In the panic of 1837 it is said that he sold 
out his entire stock some months previous to 
the crash, and subsequently bought back 
large parts of it at 50 cents on the dollar. 
He was a strict disciplinarian in the manage- 
ment of his business, and an implacable rival. 
He has been frequently charged with unfair 
practices in competition, but he himself at- 
tributed his success to a rigid observance of 
certain general principles,two of which were 
never to misrepresent any article of goods 
which he sold,-and never to depart from the 
prices which he placed upon them. 

Mr. Stewart, however close and illiberal 
he may have been in a business way, was cer- 
tainly magnificent in his charities. During 
the Irish famine of 1847 he chartered a ship, 
filled it with provisions, and sent the cargo 
as a gift to his countrymen. After the Chi- 
cago fire he sent $50,000 to this city in 
money, as his individual contribution, to be 
distributed among the poor sewing-women 
who were among the sufferers. One of the 
best practical charities in this country was 
supplied by him in the erection of the large, 
and handsome, and comfortable Woman's 
Home itt New York, which provides lodging and 
board of good quality at the minimum price. 
It has been thought for many years that Mr. 
Srewakrt, being childless (his wife survives 
him), would at his death leave the great bulk 
of his fortune to charitable purposes. It re- 
mains only for the opening of his will to 
determine this. His fortune has been 
variously estimated at from $25,000,000 to 
$40,000,000; but, like the late Mr. Asron’s, 
it will probably prove to have been exag- 
gerated. 

Mr. Stewart made but one conspicuous 
appearanee in public life, and this was ex- 
ceedingly brief. When Gen. Grant became 
President, he nominated Mri Srrwanr for 
Secretary of the Treasury. But Senator Suu 
rA found a forgotten statute prohibiting 
any one from serving as Secretary of the 
Treasury who is interested in importations, 
and Mr. Srxwanr's name was withdrawn. It 
was a misfortane that the country was de- 
prived of his excellent judgment and shrewd 
business sagacity, but he felt that he could 
not sacrifice his vast personal interests to 
serve the public. Of late years Mr. Stewart 
has been more social in his habits than for- 
merly. He has had regular dinner- 
parties at his magnificent residence on 
Fifth avenue, for the erection of which 
several years were taken and which is said to 
have cost $2,000,000. He has also been a 
liberal patron of the fine arts, and. his resi- 
dence, as well as the picture-gallery attached, 
is filled with choice and costly paintings. It 
has been hoped that Mr. Srewart's will 
would give this residence and the pictures it 
contains to the City of New York for a public 
art-gallery. All this is still a mere matter of 
conjecture. It is scarcely possible under the 
circumstances, however, that he should not 
have made some grand bequests, and the an- 
nouncement of what they are will be awaited 
with considerable interest. 

If the meeting at the Exposition Building 
to-night fails to take decisive action that will 
result in the immediate unconditional surren- | 
eder by the bummers of the stolen offices, it 
would be infinitely better that the meeting 
had never been held. For a vast concourse of 
indignant citizens t6 meet there and resolve 
unutterable things denunciatory of the ruf - 
fians who have robbed them of the ballot, 
would be mere child’s play. The in- 
dignant citizens would do better to 
keep in-doors out of the night air 
and look after the babies until their 
indignation simmers down. Resolutions of 
indignation will but amuse the thieves, mag- 
nify their importance in the estimation of 
their ‘‘ pals,” and stimulate them to greater 
outrages, against which the empty resoluting 
will be accepted as proof the decent portion 
of community is powerless to protect itself. 
Let there be no nonsense about that meet- 
ing. Let every citizes who is not fully de- 
termined upon such action as will restore to 
the the stolen offices and rid the city 
from the rule of ruffieniem stay away. But 
et every mam who goes to the Exposition 


stay until final action shall be taken that 
guarantees to the people restitution of the 
stolen offices, that assures us against viola- 
tion of the purity of the ballot for time to 
come, and of an end forever of the rule of 
ruffianism and fraud. Then there will be no 
nonsense about it. Else we should confess 
ourselves the slaves of gamblers, thieves, 
and roughs. 


REVOLUTION IN EUROPEAN TUREEY. 

‘he news from European Turkey looks 
more like a general uprising of the Christian 
provinces against Mohammedan rule. Al- 
ready the Governor of Bosnia is said to have 
advised the proclamation of a holy war 
against the Mohammedans. Such a sugges- 
tion, in spite of every effort to suppress it, 
will spread like wildfire throughout all the 
provinces, and will excite men to action who 
could not be reach in any other way. 
Herzegovina has al y the active sympa- 
thy of those provin@es which once suffered 
the same wrongs and ‘attained quasi inde- 
pendence by revolt, as well as those that 
themselves need the relief for which Herze- 
govina is struggling. Ever since the insur- 
rection shaped itself, Herzegovina has had 
the moral support, and such surreptitious aid 
as could be given, from the adjoining Prov- 
inces of Croatia, Montenegro, Bosnia, and 
Servia. But now there are advices, which 
seem to be authoritative, that Bosnia and 
Servia will furnish troops, and really 
join in the revolution, if Austria will 
hold her hands off. This is the direct result 
of the encouragement that the provinces havo 
received of late from Russia, conveyed 
through the inspired utteranggs of the Rus- 
sian newspapers, the —— — which is 
that Russia will guarantee that there sha l be 
no interference in the effort of the provinces 
for their own independence. If this assur 
ance has been wide in good faith, it may be 
reasonably expected that the revolt will 
wpeedily extend to all the provinces that are 
wtill ruled by Turkey, and that it will receive 
the active support of all those which have 
already achieved their independence. A war 
against Turkey prosecuted with the com- 
bined resources of Herzegovina, Croatia, 
Montenegro, Bosnia, Servia, Bulgaria, Wal- 
lachia, and Moldavia, with Russia guarding 
the neutrality of other nations, there can be 
no question of its ultimate success, and the 
complete separation of all the territory known 
as European Turkey from the dominion of 
the Porte. 

Such a war would likeiy Lave the result, in 
event of success, of the formation of a great 
Slavonic Empire, of which Hungary would 
naturally form a part. This is what Austria 
apprehends. Hungary is the main strength 
of the Austrian Empire already, and a loss of 
its territory and resources would subject 
Austria proper to the serious danger of being 
absorbed by the German Empire and loging 
its individuality and dignity altogether. In 
fact, there are indications that Bismarck is 
looking forward to something of this kind, 
and that he will sustain the position taken 
by Russia, that there shall be no interference 
to assist Turkey in puttting down the 
Christian revolt. In this case poor Austria 
would be helpless. The very danger of it 
may prevent her from any attempt at inter- 
ference, and confine her partisanship to a re- 
fusal to permit the passage of supplies 
for the insurrectionists across her bor- 
der. If this shall be the. course of 
events (and the late dispatches certain- 
ly have such an appearance), Turkey 
will be forced to withdraw from all 
her jurisdiction in European territory, and 
lose the superior advantages she has had of 
squeezing a large part of her extravagant 
and riotous living out of her Christian de- 
pendences, which has been a double satisfac- 
| tion on account of the hatred the Turks 
cherish for the Christian dogs.” For the 
rest, a new and powerful Empire in Eastern 
Europe would help wonderfully to preserve 
the balance of power. ~ 

MOODY'S METHODS. 

Various ingenious theories have been elab- 
orated to account for Brother Maopr's re- 
markable success in awakening religious in- 
terest among the masses, and many of the 
clergy especially have been puzzled to account 
for it. He is certainly a very plain, simple 
man, without any of the grace$ of culture or 
the gifts of oratory, or even an impressive 
presence. Thousands of ministers, not only 
in the cities, but even in country towns 
and villages, can preach more logical and 
better sermons, judged from the ordinary 
tests of sermons, aud yet fail to arouse their 
hearers. He is not a scholar, is entirely un- 
familiar with theology asa science, and ap- 
pears to be unread in the works of the 
fathers, the current theological literature of 
the day, and the works of such scientists as 
Spencer, Tynpaut, Huxury, and othef con- 
troversialists, who seem to disturb the av. 
erage minister so much of late. He does 
not appear to ally himself with any 
particular denomination, to formulate 
any particular creed, or to observe 
any particular religious ceremonial, and yet 
this plain, blunt man, with only the Bible 
and a hymn-book for his authorities, con- 
tinues in his work, attracting and arousing 
all classes of people, the rich and the poor, 
the learned and the ignorant. What is the 
secret of his success ? 

It does not seem to us to be a very pro- 
found mystery, nor one requiring much 
metaphysical research or spiritual analysis to 
discover. It apparently lies iu the practical, 
common-sense, everyday manner in which 
he presents the truths of religion before his 
hearers. He addresses himself to his task as 
a man does to his business, ora woman to 
her household duties. His recent interview 
with the ministers at the Hippodrome Con- 
vention, and his plain, practical answers to 
their questions, isacase in point. When 
they asked him how to conduct meetings so 
as to arouse interest, he answered them“ 
Make every one work. They then plied 
him with all kinds of questions. One 
wanted to know what could be done if the 
church were alive but the minister dead. 
„60 on without the minister,” said Mr. 
Moopy. Another put the supposition that 
the church might be willing to hold a revival 
and the Trustees might object. Mr. Moopy's 
solution of this problem was to revive the 
Trustees and elect no more unconverted ones. 
If there was a scandal in the church, he 
would apply the discipline, and kick the 
scandalous ones out.

The differ- 
ence between the average clergyman and 
Brother Moopy is that religion is preached 
by the one as a sentiment, by the other as a 
matter of everyday life; and that, while the 
one makes religion a matter of intellect, the 
other makes it a matter of soul and body 
whilé the one allies it with the closet, the 
Sabbath, the death-bed, or leisure hours of 
meditation, the other infuses all life with it, 
and brings it into eating and drinking, buy- 
ing and welling, talking and walking, think. 
ing and planning, living and dying. The 
pulpit too often preachos at the stars; this 
blunt layman never gets above the earth, 
and, consequently, is always among mon 
and women. The pulpit socks to 
bring Heaven down to men; he lifts men 
up to Heaven. The pulpit preaches out of 
the library; he preaches out of his inner 
consciousness and his great experience with 
men. The one charms and soothes; the 
other arouses and impresses. The one is 
elevated a little above the pews, is looked 
upon as a little better than the average pew- 
holder, and much better than the children of 
the world; the other is down among the 
pews, in the midst of the people, as he was 
down among the dens and the slums con- 
fronting vice and ignorance face to face 
when he commenced his remarkable career. 
To sum them up, the one evolves sermons 
from the intellect and thought, brought to 
bear upon the past and future, and addressed 
to the sentiment of mankind; and the other 
evolves his sermons from his own hard com- 
mon sense and knowledge of the weaknesses 
of human nature, brought to bear upon the 
present, and addressed to the common sense 
of people. In these shades of difference lie 
many important suggestions for the pulpit.

Such is the record made by the Illinois 
delegation on that important question.

Gen. Buisrow was of 
counsel for the vessel-owners. Subsequently, 
after he became Secretary of the Treasury, 
the forfeiture was remitted, and the charge, 
in substance, is that he corruptly remitted 
it to favor his friends. This charge is made, 
as is claimed, upon the authority of E. E. 
Jouxson, a Milwaukee lawyer, and G. 
E. Wess, the seizing officer, also of 
that city, neither of whom assume the 
responsibility of saying anything about 
it. But, claiming to make the statement on 
their authority, the Milwaukee sheet says 
that Jounson made a corrupt arrangement 
with Baistow, by which the forfeiture was to 
be remitted, and to silence Weiss, who had 
an interest as informer, he was paid to con- 
sent toit. The facts,—as appears from the 
records at Washington,—however, are, that 
the case was settled by Bicrorp Wuisow, 
Solicitor of the Treasury, and that the remit- 
titur was made by Acting-Secretary Conant, 
on WIxson’s recommendation based upon the 
statements of United States Judges MILLzR 
and DiLLox, before whom the case was tried, 
and that Seeretary Baistow had nothing 
whatever to do with the settlement of the 
case. It further appears that the Secretary 
never but once saw Mr. Jounson, who called 
upon him as attorney for the owners in refer- 
ence to the case. Then the Secretary refused 
to have anything to do with the matter, 
and referred him to the  law-officer 
of the Department. It further f ppears that 
by the judgment of forfeiture Mr. Wiss ac- 
quired a vested right to his moiety as in- 
former, with which the Secretary had nothing 
to do, and that he simply proceeded to col- 
lect it, ashe had rightto do. That is the 
whole story. It is more attenuated and 
threadbare than even the hog and mule 
stories, and the spies in the pay of the Whisky- 
Ring and machine politicians, who are nosing 
out Brisrow’s practice as a lawyer in order 
to find material out of which to trump-up 
charges against him, will have to try again. 
Thus far the persistent, malignant lying with 
which they have pursued him has but brought

INTERNATIONAL QUESTION. 
THE WINSLOW CASE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasutnoron, D. C., April 10.—Secretary Fish 
bas sent to Hoffman, Charge d’Affairs at Lon- 
don, an official note informing him tha: the 
United States cannot under any circumstances 
take cognizance of the act of the British Parlia- 
ment of 1870 touching extradition treaties, and 
peremptorily refusing to give any assurances 
whatever that Winslow, the Boston forger, shall 
not be tried for any crime except that for which 
extradition is a8ked. A controversy between 
the United States and Great Britain in regard to 
the terms of the tenth article of the Ashburton 
treaty, under which Winslow's extradition: is 
asked, has been going on at intervals for the 
last six years. On two different occasions 
propositions have been made to amend the 
treaty of 1842 so as to make it cover crimos not 
pow enumerated in its provisions. The only 
offenses to which this treaty now applies are 
murder, or assault with intent to commit mur- 
der, piracy, arson, robbery, forgery, aod utters 
ance of forged paper. The proposition on tae 
Occasions mentioned has been to amend the 
treaty so far as it relates to tho British North 
American Colonies, and to make it ! 
COVER SEVERAL OTHER CRIMES 
of less importance. Ihe exteosion of our pop- 
ulation and that of Canada along the dividing 
line has made it seem desirable to representa- 
tives of both matidus that crimiuals guilty of 
crimes not epumerated above, aad for waich 
perhaps it would not be well to returu offenders 
who have escaped across the ocean, should be 
surrendered after having fled fromthe Uniied 
States to Canada or from Canada to the United 
States.

subject. Lawrence had been ed forno crime 
except that for which he was extradited, and it was 
not custom of the Stste Department 
to disPuss hypothetical questions. Since 
this answer was given representasives of the British 
Government have bad nothing more to say about the 
Lawrence case. ‘ihe indictments for which the extra- 
dition of Winslow is asked are seven in number.

He also assured Faulk- 
ner that Col. Steinberger, the last time he went to the 
Samoan Islands, did not go in the capacity of an agent 
of the United States, but entirely on his private ac- 
count. He does not in any respect or degree represent 
the United States, and bas no authority whatever from 
our Government. The United States Consul to the 
Samoan Islands had inquired of Fish in regard to 
Steinberger’s status, and had been inf of thesa

THE SILVER BILL. 

The House bill to provide for the deficiency in the 
Printing and Engraving Wureau of the Treasury De- 
partment, aud for the issue of silver coin of the United 
States in place of fractional gurrency, was taken up. 
Mr. Sherman explained the provisions of the bill and 
the amendments proposed by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee at — 

The Chair laid before the Senate unfinished business, 
being the bill fixing the rete of postage ou third-class 
mail matter. It was laid aside informally, and Mr. 
Sherman continued his speech. In his opinion there 
were but two things more needed tw make 
this a perfect financial measure, and they 
were to authorize any holder of  green- 
backs to convert them into 4 per cent forty-year 
gold bond, and to exchange our 6 per cent bonds for 4 
per cent ones, then specie paymeut would come with- 
outa ripple in the current. Another thing he be- 
heved in was an international convention for a unit 
of monéy and accounts, both ef gold and silver. 

Debate was further continued by Messrs, Morton, 
Morrill (Vt.), and Bogy. 

Mr. Sherman said it was very important that the 
first and second sections of the bill be passed im- 
mediately, as the country was getting scarce of change, 
He suggested that those two sections be pussed, leav- 
ing out the third and fourth sections, with the under- 
standing that the Committee on Finance would con- 
sider the subject embraced in them, and report it as 
an independent measure. 

Mr. Sherman then, by unanimous consent, with- 
drew the third and fourth sections of the bili, the first 
one comprising the third section of the bill as it pass- 
ed the House, which had been amended by the Seuate 
Committee on Finance, 

Mr. Morrill (Me.) said it was vastly important 
that the first two sections of this vill sould ve passed 
in order to supply the National Banks with currency. 
There were now 195 National Banks without currency. 

Mr. Sherman said, speaking for himself and others, 
he wished it to be uaderstood that they were not op- 
posed to the third and, fourth sections, but 
withdrew them merely to have public business expe- 
dite. 

Mr. Morrill (Me.) moved an amendment to 
the first section, appropriating $45,000 to provide for 
the eugraving and printing of National Bank notes to 
be disbursed under the Secretary of the Treasury. 
He sent to the Clerk's desk and read a letter from 
the Comptroller of the Currency urging the appro- 
priation, The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Sherman submitted an amendment as follows: 

„And the fractional currency redeemed under this 
act shall be beld to bea part of the sinking fund pro- 
vided for by the existing lav, the interest to be com- 
puted thereon asin case of bonds redeemed under 
the act relating to the sinking fund.“ Agreed to.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April8.—The legislative 
investigation of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
scandal has closed, and the public is now waiting 
for the verdict of the Railroad Committee. That 
verdict cangot honestly heb being that Presi- 
dent Chapin, of the Boston & Albany, aod most 
of his associate Directors have been guilty of 
using, or at least allowing to be used, their public 
positions for private gain. It bas been shown 
that Mr. Chapin induced the Boston & Albany to 
take a 999-vear lease of tke Ware River Rail- 
road, a corporation in whichhbe and his friends 
bad the controlling interest, on terms peculiarly 
favorable to the latter; thatthe Ware Road 
is not at present a paying ove, is not 
lixeiy to be for many yers to come, and 
that, consequentiy, the investmeit on the part of the 
Boston & Albany was injudicicoas and unfortunate; 
that the consummation of the lease, signed by Air. 
Chapin as President of the one read, and by Mr. Rum- 
rill, his son-in-law, as President of. the other, put sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars iuo the pockets of the 
Chapin family; that the Bostos & Albany stockhold- 
ers, the State being the principaljone, have been made 
the victims of a bargain in whiclsthe same party stood 
at each end, besides filling up tie intervening space; 
that, in short, a decided case of Tweedism 
has been going on n this virtuous 
Commonwealth. The defense did not undertake 
to deny the facts, iret made ppbiic by Francis B. 
Hayes, one of the State Directori,of the Boston & Al- 
bany, but attempted to explain mem. The expiana- 
tions, however, Lave not suthced to convince the com- 
munity that there was nothing ut of the way in the

New You, April 10.—A decided sensation, 
latterly a scarce article in New York, followed 
the announcement of the death of A. T. Stewart 
to-day about 3 o'clock. He was eminent in the 
public mind without having been a public 
man. His great wealth, great enterprise, great 
stores and schemes, not to say speculations 
(for they were not such), were so obtrusive, in 
spite of the fact that he was the last obtrusive 
of rich men; he was so much the subject of 
gossip, in spite of his own singular reticence of 
expression about others and himself, and was 

SO STBANGELY AND GENERALLY UNPOPULAR 
in spite of the fact that he had no personal 
enemies, that the mere anoouncement that he 
was dead wag €i:ough to set the city agog. At 
the two principai stores of his ürm not à word 
could be had confirmatory of the first reports of 
his death. About 3 o’clock in the afternoon bis 
principal mavager aud partner denied admission 
or information to everybody. The subordinates knew 
nothing, and would say nothing. In his life he 2 
taught his employes reticence and dread of his strict 
discipline, and, when dead, they 

STILL DREADED HIS SYSTEM 

and did not forget their reticence. All that could be 
obtained from any person in his immediate employ 
was that he nad no 0official information of 
his death. Even when the stores were 
closed and the flag above them was at haif-mast, the 
trained partners and clerks, victims of his strict busi- 
ness, only admitied—denied nothing. Nowhere in ail 
the city outside of his own family could be heard any 
word of regret at his death. It is a singular fact that, 
without personal enemies, Stewart was most univor- 
sally unpopular. He had 

NOT A BLOOD-RELATIVE IN THE WORLD 
to love him,—neither child, nor brother, nor sister. 
He was rich, however, and his wife has relatives or 
whom the name is on. His unpopularity grew out 
of the system on which he conducted his business, 
not bis persone] habits cr peculiarities. 
down and drove out smaller dealers. It grew in 
years to be * great monoply which 
ruined thousands of smaller merchants, scores of 
whom became his most trusted employes. In later 
years its magnitude enabled bim to almost crush, in 
aby emergency or panic, his strongest rivals by under- 
seliing them. It was not natural that they should 
love him. He wasa close dealer. In the beginning 
and toward the end of his career 

HIS GREAT COMMAND OF READY MONEY 
enabled him :0 dictate terms to the strongest manu- 
facturers. They naturaily hated him. He was 
economical and stringent with his employes, and, 
naturally, they did not like him, thouga a few of the 
best paid aud favored, who were, by the way, always 
the most deserving, always praised him, Arad thus it 
happens that, while no one had anything unkind to 
speak of him y, and cannot recall any evil or 
uukind thing that be did, no ove has a good word to 
say of him.

An aggravated re- 
currence of the same disease was induced about 
three weeks ago by a severe cold, butan almost 
entire recovery followed. Later Mr Stew- 
at contracted a cold, and since 
that time be has deen almost wholiy 
confined to his bed and was considered dangerously 
U, but, at his earnest request, the plysicians refrained 
from giving information to the publio. His affection 
became very painful in the latter part of last week, 
but through it all Mr. Stewart bore himself with ro- 
markable fortitude, He partly recoverea from this

BIS MODE OF AMASSING WEALTH.

New Tonk. April 10.— Mr. Stewart has long 
been regarded as one of the richest men in the 
United States, and, next to Cornelius Vander- 
bilt and the late William B. Astor, he was prob- 
ably the richest. The modes pursued by these 
three men in money-making were very 
different, Mr. Vanderbilt has amassed an im- 
meuse fortune by dealing in productive railroad 
stocks. Mr. Astor’s great wealth was accuma- 
lated by the rapid appreciation of real estate. 
Mr. Stewart’s fortune was made almost wholly 
in trade, his real estate transactions being 
subsidiary to bis mercantile projects, and he 
took no interest in speculative stocks or opera- 
tions. His fortune grew less rapidly than that 
of others, being subjected to reverses of trade 
which others did not feel. Aux estimate of his 
wealth, owing to the reticence of those familiar 
with his business, must necessarily be specula- 
tive. 

Enough data was secured to-day to show 
that the popular estimates of Mr. Stewart's 
wealth, as in the case of all very rich men, are 
greatly exaggerated.

Au Earnest Defense of His Character 
by One ef the Bowlers. 

CrncrnnatTr, O., April 10.—The Enquirer to- 
morrow morpiog will contain s report of an in- 
terview with George P. Bowler, one of the heirs to 
the Bowler estate and General Manager dt the 
Kentucky Central Railroad, in reference to the 
administration of the Bowler estate, in which 
the Hon. George H. Pendleton has been accused 
of taking advantage of minor heirs. Mr. Bow- 
ler said: 

Iwasa member of the Board of Control ef the 
Kentucky Central Railroad at the time the 
ment was made fixing Mr. Pendileton’s compensation 
tor collection of the claim against the Government, 
and it met with my hearty consent and full approval. 
My mother, in her own interest and as guardian of 
the two minor children, was consulted, although that 
was hot obligatory according to the articies of associa- 
tion of the heutucky Central Railroad, and the ar- 
rangement was unhesitatingly conlirmed by her. 
The settlement made by Mr. Pendleton for the road 
was entirely satisfactory to us, and is now. My 
brother, now within a few months ef his ma- 
jority, has expressed himself in the moet positive 
terms as to the justice of the compensation, and gives 
it his most cordial approval. My father died July 4, 
1864. Since that time Mr. Pendleton bas had charge 
of the estate and separate property of my mother. He 
has sacrificed his convenience, private interests, and 
the practice of his profession. At the time of my 
father’s death there were large debts which were paid, 
not by the sacrifice of valuable securities, but by 
money raised by Mr. Pendleton on his individual 
credit and the pledge of his private fortune, This 
continued for years. Several law suits involving large 
amounts of money and very intricate questions were 
pending at the time of my father’s death. No one can 
appreciate—except those interested and who lived in 
daily intercourse with Mr. Pendleton—the labor, 
anxiety, and unremitting strain imposed by his un- 
ceasing vigilance in behalf of this trust. 

Regarding the allegation that Mr. Pendleton 
used money in prosecuting this claim against the 
Goverument, Mr. Bowler said he was satisfied it 
is absolutely false in every particular.

The cornmmunication signed Margin Every Time,” 
printed in Tun Tune of yesterday, caused some 
comment on "Change, and the opinion wae freely ex- 
preseed by responsible traders that there is too much 
business done without margin to be consistent with 
safety. The rules of the Board are all right in this 
particular, and do not need amendment, unless it be 
desired to refuse to discipline members where no se- 
curity has been given for the performance of a con- 
tract. It is much to be wished that members would 
live up to the rules more closely than now. 

The leading produce markets were irregular on 
Monday, grain being further weakened by fine weath- 
er, while provisions were steadier. The receipts were 
fair all round, and thé qufntities taken from store 
larger than usual, especially in oats. There was also 
more doing in lake freights, but chiefly to lie here till 
the opening of navigation, as the Straits of Mackinaw 
are not yet known to be opened. The Mississippi 
River is also closed, so far as Minnesota wheat to 

‘Chicago is concerned, and the only ripple of 
activity that marks the presence of spring is the 
arrival of a little corm by the Illinois & 
Michigan Canal, The weather, however, was so fine 
yesterday, except a little rain early, that there was lit- 
tle doubt of a good spring season after all, and news 
that wheat-seeding is now in progress was received 
from several places. The drying-up process has been 
very tapid during last week, both in city and country, 
and the heart of the farmer omce more rejoices at the 
prospect, while commercial collections will undonbt- 
efily become more brisk with good roads and a free 
movement of produce towards a market, 

Dry goods were active. Interior merchants were 
numereus, and the amount of orders placed was large. 
The spring trade is now fairly under way, and the 
next few weeks will no dougt witness a continuously 
active business, Groceries were ordered freely at 
fully late prices, Coffees, sugars, sirups, rice, and 
teas were beld firmly. The demand for butter has fall- 
en off some of igte, but it is still sufficient 

to absorb the current receipts, and prices are tolerably 
well sustained. Cheeso remains firm. Prices of 
canned goods, dried fruiis, and fish were the same as 
at the close of last week. No changes were apparent 
in the leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood mar- 


kets. Oils were in moderate request at previous prices. 


Five vessels laden with lumber and shingles were 
offered at the Wholesale docks yesterday, being 
the first arrivals at the cargo market this season. 
There does not appear to be much demand for lum- 
ber. The yard trade continues moderate and reiail- 
ers hesitate about adding to their stocks 
without knowing bow the spring trade is 
going to turn out. Hardware, metals, and iron were 
steady, under a moderate demand, Nails were quoted 
at $3.10@3.3,—the recent advance. The woo! mar- 
ket was quiet and easy. Broom-corn and hides were 
steady. Hay and seeds were rather weak, except clo- 
ver-seed, which was scarce, in better request, and 
higher. Poultry, game, and eggs were easier. The 
offerings were fair, and there was very little inquiry, 
the city retailers being out of the market, as usual on 
the first day of the week.

Stray buliets, coming to this side, 
have wouoded three American citizens—one man 
and two women. The wounded are crossing to 
this side. While writing, another American has 
been wounded here. Maj. Merriam, ths com- 
manding ofticer at this point, is trailing a gun, 
preparasory to shell New Laredo.

NILLIAM C. BARRETT A FORGER. 
New york Evening Post, 

Inqniry was made to-day by a reporter of the 
Evening Post in regard to a published report 
that Mesers. Kunhardt & Co., the agents of the 
HamburgAmericaa Packet Company, had been 
swindied out. of $19,000 through a forgery 
alleged to have been committed by William C. 
Barrett. Mr. Kunhardt confirmed this report in 
every particalar. It appears that in the autumn 
of 1874 Mr. Barrett was counsel for this firm in 
a suit for damages brought against them by Will- 
iam Ives and John Waters, the owners of the 
vessel Harriet Livsley. on account of a collision 
betweon that vessel and the Hamburg steamer 
Hammopia. There were some negotiatious for 
a settiement, and on the 8thof November, 1871. 
Mr. Barrett informed Kunhardt & Co. that he 
had arranged to settle the claim of the libellauts 
for $19,000. On the following day he showed 
them a paper which purported to be a copy of a 
reloase of all claims by the libellante, — — 
oertiled to be a correct copy by a paper be 
the signature of George F. Betts, Clerk of. the 
United States District Court. Kunhardt & Co. 
then gave him a check oa the Corn Exchange 
Bank for $19,000, payable to Messre. Ives and 
Waters, and supposed that was the end of the 
matter. 

Soon after Mr. Barrett’s recent departure for 
Europe the firm were astonighed by receiving a 
legal notice that this old cullision case was 
about to be brought to trial. On investigation 
it was found that there was no record of tie 
$19,000 check in the books of Reddeld & Hilt, 
Mr. Barrett's former partners, and that they had 
no knowledge of the transaction. Mr. eld

No illegal votes were shown to have been cast for 
LeMoyne in this precinct, but it wes claimed by the 
Republican members of the Committee that the re- 
turns bore such evident marks of fraud, gapecially by 
reason of the detention of the ballot-boxes unseal 
at Johnny Corcoran’s house until the second day after 
the election, that they should be thrown out alto- 
gether, The Democrats claimed that the detention of 
the ballot-boxes as aforesaid was in the interest of 
Farwell and by his friends, and that equity required 
that the fraudulent votes should be eliminated, and 
the rest returned as the true vote of the ward. Le

SYNODICAL REPRESENTATION. 

The Rev. Dr. Noyes, from the Committee on Over- 
ture, reported as follows; the matter has previously 
been fully given in Taz TrRipune: 

The Commitcee appointed by the Presbytery to con- 
sider the overture sent out by the General Assembly, 
providing for reduced or synodical representation, 
and to recommend what answer should be returned by 
the Presbytery, submit the following report. It will 
be admitted by all that no change should be made in 
the present pian of representation, except for the 
most urgent reasons. The reasons cited in the pro- 
posed change are three: 

Frret—It is considered an extravagant and wasteful 
expenditure for the churches to spend $30,000 a year in 
sending Commissions to the General Assembly. But 
the churches, wisely we think, spend many times this 
sum every year in giving salaries to their pastors 
which enable them to take vacations, journeys, or 
excursions, and in hiring supplies for their pulpits 
during their absences. Attendance upon the General 
Assembly, though invol often hard labor, is yet 3 
change and a rest for the cal delegates. The ob- 
jection to the existing mode of representation, on the 
score of economy, does not seem to us well taken. 

Second—It is said that but few places in the land 
ate capable of entertaining so large a body. But the 
American Board finds bountiful hospitality at its an- 
nual meetings for a usually much number of 
delegates, though not, it is trae, for so long a time. 
Yet they have been eagerly invited and generously en- 
tertained by such small cities as Norwich, Conn., and 
Lynn, Mass., of which there are hundreds in the land 
of equal or greater size, If Presbyterian hospitality 
does indeed die out, let Presbyterian wealth pay 
own way. But we need not distrust the hospitality 
until all doors are shut in the face of the Assembly. 

Taird—lIt is said, again, that the size of the Assem- 
bly must be reduced, because it is now too large 
to transact the business with convenience and 
dispatch.” This objection since the reunion has often 
been raised. How much of its present force may be 
due to its frequent iteration we do not undertake to 
say. But that there is at present any serious difficulty 
we fail to see. That in so large a body all would not 
be able to gain a hearing upon the questions tha: come 
up is doubtiess very true. It is équally true 
that many will not desire to be heard, and that all who 
wish to speak, and..who would shed any additional 
light upon the question, would find no difficulty in ob- 
talumg a hearing. There are always some, even in the 
smaliest Fresbyteries, whe are better to be 
hearers than to be talkers. Let us be grateful that it 
isso, Wethink that the large body would be likely to 
exercise a more wholesome restraint upon random and 
flatulent talk than a smaller one. And, as the busi- 
ness Of all deliberative and legislative bodies is done 
by committees, we see not how the fact that the As. 
sembly is large should materially interfere with the 
dispatch of business.
